DALLAS.  Tex.— (BP)— H.  Truman 
Maxey,  Oklahoma  C^ty,  was  re-elected 
president  of  the  8.B.C.  orphanage 
executives  in  the  Association’s  annual 
meeting  at  Dallas.  Wade  B.  East, 
Oklahoma  City,  was  elected  secretary- 
treasurer. 

New  regional  vice-presidents  elected 
are  Tom  M.  Smith,  South  Carolina; 
W.  C.  Creasman,  Tennessee;  T.  M. 
Johns.  Florida;  D.  C.  Black,  Louisiana. 
Twenty-six  excutives  attended  from 
thirteen  homes.  Next  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  group  will  be  held  in  Lake¬ 
land,  Fla.,  January  25-26,  1951.

tions.  The  group  presented  the  Presi¬ 
dent  with  reeolntlons  stating  that  the 
Prealdent's  personal  representative  to 
the  Vatican  was  "unanthorlaed.''  “nn- 
sooaltutlonal,'*  and  “eontrary  to  the 
historic  Amertcan  prlncple  of  the  sep¬ 
aration  of  ehorefa  and  state.**

CARACAS,  Veneeuela — We  have  Just 
attended  midweek  prayer  service  In 
this  our  first  stop  on  a  tour  of  South 
America.  Here  in  the  growing,  bust¬ 
ling.  oU-rlch  metropolis  of  the  north¬ 
ernmost  country  of  this  southern  con¬ 
tinent,  Baptists  meet  In  a  small 
rented  building  next  to  the  comer  ef 
one-way  streets. 

This  Is  the  newest  mission  field  ef 
Southern  Baptiste  in  adl  South  Amer¬ 
ica.  In  the  whole  country,  with  3,500,- 
000  inhabitants,  arc  only  four  Baptist 
churches.  The  capital  city,  Caracas, 
with  Ito  half  aUlllon  people,  has  only 
one.

“It  occurs  to  BSC,"  Dawson  said, 
“that  Mr.  Truman  will  discover  that 
whatever  political  advantage  there 
■Mty  So  in  retatninf  the  favor  of 
Roman  Catholics,  a  minority  in  this 
eountry,  he  will  conclude  there  Is 
more  support  to  eosM  from  a  right 
attitude  on  this  matter  from  Frotce- 
taats  who  constitute,  with  those  who 
think  like  them,  more  than  70  per 
eont  of  the  people  in  the  nation." 

Dr.  Louie  D.  Newton,  Atlanta  Bap¬ 
tist  pastor,  who  as  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  hn  1946 
WBA  a  member  of  the  delegation  that 
visited  the  President,  commented  on 
the  resignation  of  Taylor:  “It  is  earn¬ 
estly  hoped  that  the  President  will 
use  the  advantage  of  the  Taylor  res- 
ignottnn  to  terminate  U.  S.  rlations 
wHh  the  VaUcan,  which  he  promised 
Jb  June  1946  he  would  do  at  an  early 
date.  This  emergency  appointment 
threatens  to  bec<»ne  a  permanent  ar¬ 
rangement  already  embodying  full¬ 
time  services  of  at  last  one  carer  dip- 
kwiat  and  embassy  staff  costing 
taxpayers  $40,000  annually.  Conrgess 
ended  original  diplomatic  relations 
with  the  VaUcan  in  1867  sUting  that 
a#  money  shall  be  paid  for  support 
of  American  legaation  at  Rome  after 
^une  30  unless  Congress  authorises 
and  approves  resumpUon  of  diplo¬ 
matic  relation  with  the  VaUcan.  The 
President  assumes  great  responsibll- 
My  in  continuing  the  present  arrange- 
Bsant." 

Dr.  Duke  K.  licCall,  execuUve  sec- 
iwtsuy  of  the  RxecuUve  Committee 
sf  the  Southern  Baptist  OonvenUon, 
Hdd  la  Na^ville.  Tenn.:  “In  private 
conversation  President  Harry  Truman 
has  Indicated  that  he  fit  Justified  In 
continuing  the  appointment  of  My¬ 
ron  Taylor  as  special  ambassador  to 
tts  VaUcan  because  K  was  a  matter 
Inherited  frocn  the  Franklin  D.  Roose¬ 
velt  administration.  Without  in  any- 
wlss  apfffoving  the  continuaUon  of 
the  appointment,  some  oi  ns  have 
been  aMe  to  understand  the  Presi¬ 
dent's  position.  We  rejoice  now  that 
without  embarrassment  to  any  part 
of  his  pollUcal  constituency  he  is  re¬ 
lieved  of  his  problem  and  may  freely 
chart  his  own  course. 

“It  would  be  appropriate  at  this 
time  for  all  who  have  repeatedly  pe¬ 
titioned  the  recall  of  Myron  Taylw 
to  send  a  personal  comiflunlcaUon  to 
the  President  indicating  jejoicing 
that  this  embarrassing  relaUonshlp 
Is  now  terminated  and  urging  that  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  pressure  no  successor

by  Venezuelan  Baptists,  under  the 
leader^p  of  young  Julio  Moros,  the 
present  pastor,  and  president  of  the 
convention.  Oscar  Galdona,  purchas¬ 
ing  agent  for  the  huge  Shell  Oil  Co. 
here,  led  prayer  meeting.  Oscar’s 
brother,  Luis,  young  executive  of  the 
Gulf  Oil  Oo.  In  Caracas,  Is  the  church 
music  director.  They  with  their  wives 
are  typical  of  the  laymen  who  lead 
the  Baptists  in  this  country. 

The  churclt  is  7b  per  cent  self-sup¬ 
porting.  It  pays  its  pastor  $300  a 
month,  pliu  his  life  Insurance  and 
special  transportation  expense.  It 
pays  all  Its  own  operating  expenses, 
except  rent.  The  average  monthly 
offering  of  the  church  of  16  members 
is  $650,  and  a  spontaneous  offering 
Christmas  Day  totaled  $800. 

The  Jarman  Foundation  made  It 
possible  for  the  church  to  buy  excel¬ 
lent  property  In  downtown  Caracas 
for  $105,000,  and  the  Sunday  School 
Board’s  architecture  department  of¬ 
fered  blueprints  for  an  adequate 
Ihree-story  house  of  worship  and 
training  about  70  feet  wide  and  180 
feet  deep.  With  thoee  plans  revised  to 
Bseet  local  building  requirements,  and 
■peclflcatlwis  for  a  $200,000  project, 
the  church  will  begin  to  build  this 
firing. 

The  Neelys  told  as  of  eongregatlons 
of  believers  scattered  all  over  Vene- 
soela  who  have  formed  churches 
which  are  Baptist  In  principle.  JuM 
through  readb^  the  New  Testament. 

“The  people  are  hungry  for  the 
svangelU^  gospel,  bwreastngly  they 
want  religions  freedom  with  separa¬ 
tion  of  shnreh  and  state.

This  would  not 
make  it  mandatory  upon  the  em¬ 
ployees  to  participate  under  the 
Federal  social  security  provisions, 
if.  as  a  group,  the  majority  voted 
to  continue  participation  throui^ 
their  denominational  retirement 
board.  We  have  every  reason  to 
believe  the  employo'  M  the  case 
of  many  of  our  Baptist  Institu¬ 
tions  and  agencies,  would  choose 
not  to  pay  the  employes  share 
of  the  tax,  fearing  governmental 
encroachment  npem  the  flairs  of 
the  church.  Thus,  all  benefits  ae- 
eming  to  the  employee  under  the 
bill  would  be  reduced  on  half; 
whereas,  in  every  ease  thus  far 
in  the  administration  of  our 
plans,  the  employer  has  agreed 
to,  and  is,  matching  the  employ¬ 
ee’s  iiM»ey.

live  pastor  constantly  has  tsro  in¬ 
fluences:  direct,  thorugh  his  preach¬ 
ing  and  actual  work;  Indirect, 
through  his  general  Influence  on  peo¬ 
ple  and  the  community. 

Through  this  Indirect  influence  the 
pastor  can  do  much  to  enthuse.  In¬ 
spire,  and  challenge  his  people.  A 
close  i>arallel  to  this  Idea  Is  found  In 
the  physical  plant  of  the  church.  Just 
as  the  pastor  himself  Is  a  symbol  of 
his  work  so  the  church  building  in¬ 
directly  influences  people  in  their 
conception  of  Christian  work.  If  a 
church  building  presents  a  worship¬ 
ful.  efficient,  neat,  and  active  ap¬ 
pearance  to  passers-by  It  Is  good  ad¬ 
vertising  for  the  work  of  that  church. 
Even  so  does  the  pastor,  as  a  sym¬ 
bolic  leader,  direct  and  Influence.  . 

An  Administrator  Of  A  Democracy 

The  pastor  of  a  Baptist  church  is 
very  definitely  the  leader  of  a  demo¬ 
cratic  group.  An  understanding  of  the 
democratic  approach  to  administra¬ 
tion  will  be  exceedingly  helpful  to 
him.  In  addition  to  the  book  The  Art 
of  Leadership  Dr.  Tead  has  recently 
written  a  small  volume  called  Demo¬ 
cratic  Organisation.  This  little  vol¬ 
ume  embodies  the  fundamental  prin¬ 
ciples  of  leading  a  democratic  group. 
Knapp  has  an  older  volume  called 
Leadership  Education  In  The  Church 
which  is  helpful  from  the  pastor’s 
point  of  view.  Also  a  book  called  En¬ 
listing  and  Developing  Church  Lead¬ 
ers  by  Milhouse  will  be  exceedingly 
useful. 

There  is  only  one  publication  writ¬ 
ten  by  a  Southern  Baptist  which  deals 
exclusively  with  democratic  Baptist 
organization.  It  is  Christian  Leader¬ 
ship  by  Preston. 

The*  leader  of  a  democratic  group, 
like  a  Baptist  church,  must  not  think 
that  the  iaformallty  of  such  organi¬ 
zation  makes  the  job  easier.  Actually 
the  opposite  situation  is  true.  Demo¬ 
cratic  leadership  is  difficult  because: 

(1)  The  leader  must  prove  himself 
— he  has  no  blueblood  or  inheritance 
to  back  him  up. 

(2)  The  democratic  leader  Is  an 
over-all  leader  and  is  personally  re¬ 
sponsible  for  everything  under  his  ad¬ 
ministration. 

(3)  Democratic  leadership  calls  for 
special  training  and  skill.  The  pastor 
must  know  everything! 

(4)  The  Democratic  pastor  must 
know  his  followers  because  he  repre¬ 
sents  them. 

(5)  He  must  constantly  fight  per¬ 
sonalized,  autocratic  leadership. 

(6)  He  must  always  keep  a  step 
ahead  of  his  followers. 

(7)  He  must  be  spiritually  sensitive 
to  the  goals  and  objfctlves  of  his 
group. 

Many  other  reasons  could  be  given 
for  making  the  role  of  a  democratic 
leader  difficult  and  complex.  Too,  at 
the  least,  he  must  be  a  very  high  type 
of  man  with  unlimited  natural  and 
spiritual  resources  and  with  a  wealth 
of  experience  and  training.  A  man 
with  less  qualifications  could  be  a  dic¬ 
tator,  but  only  the  best  man  can  be 
a  democratic  pastor. 

Some  Methods  Of  Administration 

The  pastor  must  steer  the  program 
and  will  use  the  following  methods 
with  a  more  or  less  Indirect  tech¬ 
nique. 

(1)  Giving  suggestions.  Rather  than 
give  orders  the  pastor  must  give  sug¬ 
gestions  or  recommendations.  If  he 
is  tactful  and  uses  sound,  psychologi¬ 
cal  principles  he  will  be  able  to  get 
his  Ideas  across  to  his  people  by  sug¬ 
gestion.  The  wise  pastor  will  make 
.sure  that  his  officers  and  leaders 


The  Pastor  As  Administrator

The  modem  pastor  is  as  much  an 
administrator  as  is  a  busy  business 
executive,  or  an  institutional  presi¬ 
dent.  Is  there  a  danger  in  this  fact? 
Yes,  if  the  pastor  neglects  his  duties 
as  “shepherd”  of  the  flock.  His  ad¬ 
ministrative  duties  ought  not  mini¬ 
mize  his  regular  “pastoral”  work.  The 
efficient  church  leader  will  keep  a 
good  balance  between  these  two 
realms  of  activity. 

The  field  of  administrative  obliga¬ 
tions  of  pastoral  leadership  is  of  great 
importance  today.  Every  pastor  must 
seek  to  make  himself  familiar  with 
leadership  techniques.  He  has  been 
called  to  a  most  high  place  of  serv¬ 
ice — every  iTioment  and  every  ounce 
of  energy  is  invaluable.  If  any  person 
ought  to  be  an  efficient  administra¬ 
tor — it  certainly  should  be  a  Christian 
minister.  In  view  of  these  facts,  a 
brief  study  of  the  pastor  as  admin- 
ktrator  may  prove  helpful. 

1  ’The  Pastor  Is  Leader 

I  Of  The  “Whole”  Church 

^  Due  to  the  recent  trend  toward  full 
time,  paid,  specialized  workers  in  the 
local  church,  many  of  our  pastors 
have  thought  of  the  Educational  Di¬ 
rector  as  taking  from  the  pastor  his 
responsibilities  In  this  field.  The  same 
principle  follows  with  the  Choir  Di¬ 
rector,  Church  Secretary,  and  others. 
Therefore,  we  need  to  see  the  pastor 
as  the  “over  all  leader”  of  his  church. 
This  will  necessitate  his  having  a 
working  knowledge  of  all  aspects  of 
the  program  of  the  church.  He  will 
then  be.  In  the  fullest  sense  of  the 
term,  an  administrator. 

If  he  is  the  pastor  of  the  whole 
church  he  will  have  leadership  re- 
sponslbUities  to  all  his  membership, 
and  will  benefit  by  a  familiarity  of 
leadership  techniques.  Our  leading 
American  authority  in  this  adminis¬ 
trative  field'  is  Dr.  C^dway  Tead  of 
New  York  City,  whose"  books  would  be 
very  helpful  to  any  pastor.  Dr.  Tead 
defines  leadership  as  “the  activity  of 
influencing  people  to  cooperate  to¬ 
ward  some  goal  which  they  have  come 
to  find  desirable.”  ’The  leader  must 
take  people  where  they  are  and  guide 
them  to  where  they  ought  to  be.  If 
the  leader  is  to  guide  his  followers  he 
must  have  a  clear  cut  conception  as 
to  where  he  wants  his  people  to  go. 

Administrators  Are  Symbols 

Every  administrator  is  a  symbol  of 
his  work,  his  vocation,  and  the  group 
or  institution  which  he  represents. 
Every  leader  unconsciously  advertises 
himself  and  his  work.  Babe  Ruth  is 
more  than  a  man  in  that  he  is  a  sym- 
b(d  of  an  American  way  of  life  and 
a  great  American  sport. 

The  pastor  Is  no  exception  In  this 
ease.  Every  pastor,  as  an  administra¬ 
tor,  becomes  a  symbolic  leader  to  his 
congregation  and  to  the  world.  In 
other  words,  people  unconsciously 
Judge  the  ministry  by  one  typical  pas¬ 
tor. 

Every  administrator  is  careful  to 
present  himself  as  a  true  and  accu¬ 
rate  symbol  of^hls  work  and  of  the 
things  which  he  represents.  The  ac-

1  found 
aame  af  the  aatotlleat  men,  wamen  and 
hays  and  glrla  Fre  erer  seen  anywhere. 
1  faand  same  eharches  more  or  leas 
flHed  by  eaogregations.  1  hare  found 
aaa  church  after  another  packed  by 
toe  eangregatloii,  and  to  that,  oar  son 
who  la  here  with  as  this  morning  and 
who  made  the  trip  with  me  will  glre 
M  entire  and  his  faU  approraL 

On  the  31st  of  May.  a  few  years 
i^a,  aboat  midnight,  1  left  Jackson, 
■fhaissippi,  on  a  four  motored  plane, 
flytog  to  Miami,  Florida.  We  spent  the 
naxt  day  there  making  last  minute 
aantacto  with  the  Pan-American  Air¬ 
ways.  This  eras  to  be  an  all  airpUne 
toip.  I  like  to  fly.  Same  of  my  friends 
think  Fre  been  ap  to  the  air  all  my 
Me  and  nerer  hare  come  dawn,  any¬ 
how.  and  ercry  asarried  man  knows 
what  U  sscana  to  fly,  and  I  am  not 
Joking. 

Early  the  next  morning  we  took 
awother  four  motored  plane  and  flew 
across  the  Caribbean,  ar  If  ap  here 
ysa  my  Ca-rib'bean,  I  know  what  you 
are  talking  about.  We  landed  at  San 
Juan,  Puerto  Rica,  a  large  island  oat 
to  the  midst  of  the  Ca-rib’bean,  and 
we  had  no  missionary  contact  there 
tocsiiif  up  until  that  time,  we  knew 
of  no  particular  missionary  work.  Some 
was  established  the  next  year. 

So,  at  midnight  the  boy  and  1  took 
to  an  airplane  and  flew  dorm  to  Port 
of  Spain,  Trinidad.  That  large  island 
off  the  northeast  coast  of  South  Amer- 
toa  is  under  the  control  af  Great 
Britain,  as  yoa  know. 

Sunday  morning,  we  were  in  St. 
John's  Baptist  Church,  a  typical  First 
Baptist  Church  to  the  arerage  North 
American  city.  An  English  charch,  af 


aaarse:  the  young  preacher  Jaat  thirty 
days  oat  of  England,  brought  a  mes- 
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la.**  1  think 'a  Christian  aught  to  ha 
willing  to  give  a  tcatiasany  anywherok 
anytime.  1  da  nat  know  haw  it  is  ap 
your  way:  dawn  oar  way,  and  to  asaot 
•ectioiM  where  I’ve  been,  tcattosony  haa 
.last  aboat  chlUed  to  death.  It's  eery 
seldom  to  thirty-four  years  af  nUn- 
htry,  that  I’re  been  to  a  wann.  spirit- 
sal,  tasUssonial  nkccting. 

Now.  one  af  the  moot  recent  was 
sat  to  Long  Beach,  California.  Oat  at 
a  State  Secretaries  meeting.  We  ura 
a  nteeting,  an  annual  meeting,  once  a 
year,  meeting  to  Dalias,  Texas,  this 
year,  and  on  Wednesday  night  because 
I  hare  the  habit  of  going  to  prater 
meeting,  1  shpped  away  from  that  sec¬ 
retarial  group  and  sought  oat  a  largo 
First  Church,  dawn  town.  1  had  under¬ 
stood  that  the  world,  the  flesh,  and 
the  derU  had  Just  about  taken  over 
CaUfomia.  and  aa  1  did  not  expect 
many  peaple  to  be  to  prayer  meeting. 

Inutgine  my  surprise  when  1  mw 
that  prayer  meeting  congregation  Wed- 
ncaday  night,  completely  filling  a  sec¬ 
ondary  auditorium,  and  that  secondary 
auditorium  was  aa  large  as  the  main 
part  of  this  auditorium,  back  to  where 
the  wall  drops  back  there,  and  they 
filled  that  auditorium. 


Mrs.  McCall  and  1  got  to  Jast  a 
little  bit  late,  and  they  were  to  a  tcaU- 
monial  meeting  that  ran  far  thirty 
minatea.  The  pastor  graciously  bowed 
his  message  oat  af  the  way,  saying, 
“Gad  te  to  this  thing,”  and  1  tell  yoa, 
far  thirty  minutes  more,  they  went  into 
that  testimonial  meeting. 

Well.  1  was  to  Arisona,  Just  a  few 
years  ago  to  their  summer  assembly. 
Friday  evening  after  bringing  a  goapri 
message,  we  gave  the  invitation.  Seven 
or  eight  persons  walked  the  aisle  for 
Christ.  I  started  to  close  the  invitation. 
1  never  go,  I  think,  too  long  with  aa 
invitation,  some  think  not  long  enough, 
bat  long  enough  for  everybody  desiring 
to  do  so,  to  walk  the  aisles  for  Christ. 
Anyway,  God  got  under  that  thing  and 
God  got  into  that  thing  again  and  that 
invitation  continued  one  hour  and 
thirty  minutes.  The  invltstion?  It  in¬ 
cluded  testimony.  It  Included  thanks¬ 
giving,  it  included  dedication,  profession 
of  faith.  Forty-eight  people  stood  to 
that  line  at  the  end  af  that  hour  and 
one-half.  Only  five  people  oat  of  a 
large  congregation  left  during  that  one 
hoar  and  one- half  hour  period,  and  I’m 
sure  they  had  to  leave.  I  am  happy 
to  bring  to  yon  that  sort  of  testimony 
aboat  some  testimonial  meetings  I've 


aage  right  oat  of  the  Book.  I  enjoyed 
It  very  much.  There  was  a  goodly  de¬ 
gree  of  heart  warmth  aboat  the  service 
and  friends  were  very  warm  hi  the 
spirit  of  reception  given  us. 

..But  that  night,  I  wanted  another 
Ippe  service,  so,  reading  the  news¬ 
paper,  we  saw  where  the  Bethel  Bap- 
Bat  Tabernacle  was  having  aa  evange- 
■stle  service.  That  was  what  1  wanted. 
M  taking  to  a  taxi  we  sought  out  that 
akarch.  I  expected  to  slip  to  at  the 
hack,  alt  down,  relax,  and  worship.  1 
IBe  to  preach,  bat  I  like  to  hear  the 
other  feOow  preach,  and  csMrh  year,  for 
about  eleven  years,  Fve  been  preaching 
around  350  ar  400  times  a  year,  and 
•raveltog  frean  40,000  to  10,000  miles 
a  year  and  performing  some  other  very 
pleasant  tasks  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 

An  aBve  and  alert  usher  spied  as 
at  the  door,  sensed  that  we  were  toar- 
lato,  asked  aa  who  we  were,  oar  names, 
sBat  we  did,  where  we  were  going,  and 
what  we  expected  to  do  after  we  got 
there.  And  finding  oat  that  I  was  a 
Boptirt  preacher,  he  said,  “Will  yoa 
please  follow  me?” 

Of  eoarse,  the  boy  solved  his  sH- 
■ation  by  slipping  Into  a  pew  back 
yonder. 

I  thought  be  was  going  to  escort 
ass  down  to  a  front  pew  where  preach- 
mo  frequently  sH,  though  Fve  found  to 
aanw  places  they  do  not  always  sit 
Brrr  He  didn’t  stop  there,  however, 
but  sooerted  me  \>nto  the  platform, 
whsre  I  was  greeted  very  warmly  by 
Be  pastor,  and  Immediate  after  per- 
assnU  greeitaga,  be  said,  “Ton  mast 
^so  a  IcwtiBsony.”  I  saM.  “TV  be  glad 


was  a  very  pieasani  saperieneo. 

Barly  the  next  asonstog  wo  weso 
winging  our  aray  down  the  Sontb 
AaMTican  coast.  Flytog  for  hundreds 
of  aslles  down  the  Veneauelan  coast. 
Now,  Venesaela,  with  her  few  asUlions 
of  population,  has  not  had  too  much 
—I — ‘ —  work,  since  the  one  church  that 
I  Enow  aboat  had  been  organised  that 
year,  with  twelve  members  and 
eighteen  awaiting  baptism.  The  work. 
1  understand,  the  last  year  or  two 
has  been  greatly  strengthened  to 
Venesuela. 

That  afternoon  we  went  flytog 
ovor  Braxillan  territory.  Very  late  that 
afternoon  we  were  flying  acrom  the 
Amason  river.  Yea  know  that  the 
month  of  the  Amason  river  Is  4W  miles 
wide,  and  it’s  fall  all  the  time.  Wo 
cross  the  equator  while  we  were  above 
the  Amason  river.  Oar  plane  “bamped” 
a  Uttle  when  it  hit  it  and  it  took  oar 
plane  flytog  Zlt  miles  aa  hoar,  aboat 
one  hoar  and  fifty  minutes;  .around 
an  hour  and  one-half,  maybe,  to  cross 
the  Amason.  There  was  a  great  island 
right  to  the  middle  of  the  river  at  the 
point  where  we  crossed  the  Amason. 
We  landed  at  Belem,  where  mission 
work  is  very  well  established.  We  mw 
something  of  mission  properties,  though 
the  particular  missionaries  for  whom 
we  were  looking,  had  to  leave  by  boat  a 
few  days  before.  The  Snlilvans  of  Ten- 


The  next  day  we  took  a  seaplaae 
for  one  of  the  most  deligbtfal  side 
trips  Fve  had  the  privilege  of  making 
to  the  little  running  around  I’ve  had 
the  pleasure  of  doing.  We  flew  for  Mb 
miles  up  the  Amason  river.  Now  Uie 
Amason  river  Is  really  some  river.  I’m 
a  little  bit  partial  to  the  Mississippi, 
and  the  Chicago,  and  tha  Kqnkakec, 
and  the  Pearl,  and  Town  Cre^  and 
so  on.  bat  I  tell  you  right  now.  the 
Amason  river  lays  ’em  all  in  the  shade 
from  some  standpoints.  Several  times 
from  that  seaplane,  1  counted  four  or 
five  main  channels  of  that  river,  be¬ 
sides  six  or  seven  little  channels  trying 
to  be  big  channels. 

Well,  we  stopped  at  two  or  three 
river  vUlages.  At  one  of  them  we  had 
a  very  delightful  noon  meaL  Now,  I 
stood  H  one  time,  yoa  can  stand  to 
hear  about  it. 


WeU,  I  mid  to  the  preacher,  ”FD 
be  glad  to  give  a  testimony.”  Then  he 
said,  “I  wish  yoa  would  preach  the 
sermon.”  I  mid.  “No  thank  yoa,  I  ap¬ 
preciate  that  and  1  do  love  to  preach.” 
bat,  I  said,  “Toa  do  not  know  me. 
You  do  not  know  an3rthlng  about  me,  ■ 
or  anything  about  my  doctrine,  and 
frankly,  I  wouldn’t  allow,  ordinarily, 
an  utter  stranger  to  fill  my  pulpit  and 
I  like  to  live  by  the  golden  rale,  believe 
it  or  not.”  So  I  eourteoasly  declined. 
When  he  presented  me  for  that  testi¬ 
mony,  he  mid,  “Oar  visitor  from  North 
America  has  agreed  to  give  testimony,” 
and  taming  to  me.  he  said  the  second 
time,  do  so  arish  you’d  preach  the 
sermon.”  Well,  yon  may  ask  me  to 
preach  one  time  and  get  by  with  It,  bat 
if  yoa  ask  for  the  second  time,  yoa 
arc  probably  caught,  and  so  I  didn’t 
exactly  preach,  bat  1  gave  some  lengthy 
testimony.  And  when  I  was  through, 
the  preacher  said,  “Fm  not  going  to 
preach.  I  see  the  situation  h  ripe  for 
the  invitation,”  and  he  flung  out  the 
invitation,  and  four  grown  people 
walked  the  aisle  for  Christ.  Say,  what 
do  yon  preach  for?  Say,  what  do  yoa 
teach  for?  If  yon  are  a  Christian,  what 
do  yoa  live  for?  Just  to  “raise  the  devil” 
or  to  help  people  and  Uft  people  and 
point  people  to  Jesus? 

Yon  know,  1  had  a  letter  waiting 
for  me  in  the  Baptist  Building  when  I 
got  back,  a  letter  from  that  pastor 
mying  that  two  of  thooe  four  people 
had  turned  oat  to  be  two  of  the  finest 
leaders  in  his  church.  lYhilc  they  were 
singing  the  last  verse  of  that  Invitation 
the  preacher  leaned  over  and  asked, 
“How  long  arc  yon  going  to  be  here?” 

I  mid,  “Leaving  early  to  the  morning 
by  plane  for  Brasil.”  His  countenance 
feU  a  mUe  bit.  I  was  a  Uttle  ourtons.  ‘ 
I  grant  you,  to  know  what  be  bad  la 
mind,  so  I  leaned  back  and  I  said. 
”Pardon  me,  bat  would  yoa  tell  sue 
what  yoa  had  to  mind  by  that  ques¬ 
tion?”  He  mid,  “Hare  FU  teU  yoa.  Our 
charch  Is  ready  for  a  revivaL  This 
ooi  ilee  proves  It,  and  I  wish  yoa  might 
Unger  here  the  week,  prea^ing  the 
gospel  of  the  Lord  Jeems  Christ,”  WeU,

back.  1  gueas  FB  never  do  M.  but  It

A  Testimony  by  D 
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Yoa  know,  while  we  were  eating 
lunch  at  that  place  where  there  is  mis¬ 
sion  work  well  established.  I  looked 
right  oat  the  back  porch  on  the  back 
lawn,  and  on  the  back  fence,  and  there 
was  a  nice  flock  of  black,  sleek  bai- 
mrds,  keeping  everything  clean.  Yon 
know,  the  fact  of  the  business  is.  they 
told  as  while  I  was  down  there,  that 
the  busxard  was  a  very  clean  fowl. 

For  instance,  up  at  Manaos,  one  of 
the  missionaries  said,  “Look  at  the 
bussards  ap  yonder  around  the  market 
place,  and  when  they  get  through  eat¬ 
ing,  they  go  down  to  the  river  and  they 
bathe  themselves,  they  plume  them¬ 
selves,”  and  he  added,  “They  are  a 
very  clean  fowl.”  Well,  they  Just  know 
more  about  buxaards  than  1  do. 

I  had  thought  Manaos  would  be  a 
Uttle  river  village  like  these  others,  be¬ 
cause  all  the  way  up  we  mw  no  large  cit- 
ties.  Imagine  my  surprise  when  about  the 
middle  of  the  afternoon,  clrcUng  over 
that  city,  we  mw  a  city  of  2M.WM 
population.  I  knew  of  four  mission 
churches  there.  I  had  the  pririlege  of 
preaching  the  gospel  to  two  of  them 
and  we  visited  the  other  two.  Also, 
there  Is  a  Baptist  orphanage  there.  1 
had  the  pririlege  of  talking  to  them 
aboat  Jesus.  Ueotchie,  Jr.,  had  the 
pririlege  of  witnessing  to  them.  I  mw 
them  handling  the  Bible  to  the  Sword 
DriU  Just  as  we  do  to  this  country,  and 
they  do  know  how  to  sing,  and  they 
love  to  sing  aboat  Jesus.  They,  also, 
have  a  farm  to  connection  with  the 
mission  work  there,  to  help  support 
the  misMion.  because  without  much 
money  that  may  be  sent  for  missions, 
they  stlU  have  to  make  dollars  stretch 
and  doUars  go  a  long  ways. 

Fve  heard  some  criticism  here  and 
there  M  the  expenditure  of  money  on 
mlsBlon  fields.  Well,  I  did  not  have 
time  to  get  too  far  into  It,  of  coarse,  on 
my  brief  visit,  but  from  what  I  did  sec 
Fm  teUing  yoa  that  oar  foreign  mis¬ 
sionaries  practice  much  of  economy, 
good  consecrated  common  sense,  as 
any  group  of  people  I  khow  anywhere. 
That’s  the  feeling  that  I  came  back 
haring  In  my  own  mind  and  to  my  owm 
heart  about  the  mission  work.  And  on 
various  trips  around  the  worM  to 
other  places,  Fve  seen  Northern  and 
Soathem  Baptists,  and  EngUsh  Bap- 
ttst  nsiasioas,  Nasarine  and  Catholic 
and  Lutheran  and  Wesleyaa  and 
Feniaeostal,  and  on  and  on  and  on, 
doing  their  work  here  and  there.  Ton 


know  from  that  farm  they  get  milk, 
butter,  eggs,  meat  and  poultry,  or  aa 
the  Mississippi  Negro  preacher  mys, 
“poetry,”  and  that’s  for  the  support  of 
the  ml^on  work.  Well,  we  had  other 
delightful  experiences  that  1  do  not 
have  time  to  tell  yoa  about. 

We  flew  back  down  the  Amason  to 
Belrm  and  got  an  enrUer  plane  than 
expected  oat  for  Recife,  oat  on  the 
hump  of  South  America,  you  know,  that 
sUnds  oat  in  the  Pacific,  and  there  I 
knew  of  thirty-three  churches  that  had 
gi^trn  up  as  a  result  of  mission  work, 
and  I  visited  twenty-one  of  them  to  a 
short  stay  of  three  days  and  three 
nighto,  and  if  you  do  not  believe  that’s 
some  mission  visitation,  you  try  it 
sometime. 

Now,  are  yoa  beginning  to  get  the 
Idea  that  I  pronounced  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  this  testimony,  and  it’s  not  a 
sermon,  it's  a  testimony,  and  that  Is, 
that  God  Is  going  somewhere  in  mis¬ 
sions.  We  gel  so  Ungled  up  in  mis¬ 
sions.  We  get  so  fussy  about  mlssiona, 
we  are  not  so  primarily  Interested  to 
winning  anybody  to  Jesus.  I  haven’t 
found  yon  people  up  here  any  different 
from  Southerners  or  Easterners  or 
Westerners  along  that  line.  We  Just 
like  to  fuss  about  things,  but  we  don’t 
do  much  about  winning  them  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  we  don’t  do 
much  about  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  about  whom  we  studied  to  oar 
Bible  lesson  this  morning. 

Well.  I  can  teU  yon  that  God  is 
•grtting  somewhere,  and  I  can  tell  yoa 
God’s  not  dead,  and  I  can  tell  you 
GOD  HASN’T  GONE  OUT  OF  BUSI¬ 
NESS!  There  are  some  Baptists  that 
have  gone  oat  of  business.  North  and 
South  and  East  and  West,  and  some 
of  them  have  never  been  in  business 
for  Jesus,  and  that’s  what  we  need  to 
do.  The  King’s  Business.  We  need  to 
get  in  it,  and  under  it,  and  sUy  there, 
by  night  and  by  day,  week  in  and  week 
oat. 

1  said  thirty-three  churches  —  1 
vtoited  therein  one  of  our  seminaries, 
and  we  have  a  college  there.  I  was 
on  the  campus  several  times.  We  have 
a  W.  M.  U.  Training  School  there. 
Seotchie,  Jr.,  and  I  had  the  Sunday 
evening  meal  at  the  Training  School, 
with  the  directress,  other  members 
of  the  faculty,  and  a  number  of  the 
students  were  there,  though  many  of 
them  leave  over  the  week-end. 

I  had  the  privilege  of  preaching 
the  gospel  five  times  on  Sunday,  start¬ 
ing  at  the  Sunday  School  hour  and 
four  of  the  five  congregations  at  five 
different  churches,  filled  the  house  of 
worship.  At  the  Sunday  School  hour 
they  were  Just  coming  in.  1  teU  you 
that  because  I  do  not  know  how  many 
times  I  have  been  asked  as  1  have  given 
mission  talks,  here  and  there,  “Brother 
McCall,  are  they  loyal?  Do  they  wor¬ 
ship  regularly?  Do  they  know  what 
Ha  an  about?”  WeU,  that  partiaUy 
answers  H.  Fbar  of  the  five  charch 
houses  on  this  one  Lord’s  day  were 
packed  and  Jaauned,  if  yon  know  what 
I  mean.  Yon  know,  1  find  that  ap 
here  it’s  like  H  Is  dosm  home,  and 
that  is,  when  we  speak  of  a  comfortably 
filled  church,  we  mean  room  enough 
for  every  fellow  to  be  able  to  He  down 
either  way  without  touching  the  feUow 
next  to  him. 

WeU,  they  know  how  to  go  to 

church  on  the  mission  field.  In  the 
fourth  service,  four  children  made  pro- 
fesBiona  of  faith  to  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  In  the  fifth  service,  a  mother 
who  had  been  seated  right  here  with 
a  babe  in  arms  and  an  older  baby 
tagging  at  her  apron  strings,  and  that 
Bsother  with  a  babe  In  her  arms  and 
wUh  another  tagging  at  her  hand, 
same  down  and  eonfraaed  Jesas  aa  her 
personal  Saviour. 
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Now.  If  I  were  to  label  It,  1  really, 
wonldnt  call  H  “Spiritaal  Romance  In 
South  America,”  I  would  call  H  “Jesus 
Saves,”  and  FU  teD  ysa  why,  because 
wherewor  I  have  been  around  the  world. 
North  or  South,  East  ar  West,  Fve 
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Ing  to  them  about  yon  folks  up  here. 

Cp  here  1  talk  about  the  folks  doom 
there,  and  dowm  there  1  talk  about 
Jeous  and  the  folks  up  here.  Cant 
check  up  on  me  so  quickly  that  way. 

I’ve  already  said  we  had  a  seminary 
there.  Brother  Garcia  la  one  of  our 
pastors  and  he  so  happily  said,  “We 
baptised  twelve  last  Sunday."  JESCS 
SAVES!  Dr.  Lt-Tone  said,  "We  have 
five  to  baptise  next  Sunday."  Jesus 
Saveu! 

Then  we  took  to  n  train,  my  friend 
and  L  The  boy  had  stayed  with  the 
yonn(  people  in  B.  A.  We  took  to  a 
train  and  went  np  to  Rosario,  np  the 
river,  a  city  of  20#.#«0.  where  I  knew 
of  twelve  other  churches  and  we  Just 
had  some  of  the  biKfcut  times  In  the 
world  up  there.  We  went  to  the  W.  M. 
r.  Traininc  School  for  the  noon  meal, 
not  hnnjry,  becansc  my  fflend  had  led 
me  to  eat  »n  Argentine  steak  on  the 
train,  and  he  made  out  like  he  wanted 
use  to  have  the  privilege  of  eating  the 
steak,  bat  from  the  way  he  partook  of 
K,  why,  I  Just  wondered,  at  least,  aad 
anyhow,  we  had  a  good  time,  and 
Tuenday  evening.  I  had  the  privilege 
of  speaking  at  a  large  downtown 
church,  and  again,  that  church  was 
packed  and  Jammed  by  the  congrega¬ 
tion  and  people  standing  on  three 
sidea.  .Now,  I  was  not  trying  to  preach 
a  sermon  down  there.  I  was  doing  the 
sansc  thing  I’m  doing  np  here,  that  ia, 

1  was  telling  them  down  there  about 
some  experieneea  I  had  up  here,  in  my 
native  state  and  In  other  states  and  in 
ather  countriea.  For  inaUnre,  in  Vic¬ 
toria,  Mexico,  one  night  after  a  mes¬ 
sage,  I  saw  eight  grown  people  walk 
the  aisle  for  Christ.  A  night  club  was 
crowded  on  the  same  block,  the  band 
was  playing  out  in  the  park.  Mrs.  Mc¬ 
Call  and  Scotchic,  Jr.,  were  ihcrc.  I 
don’t  know  whether  he  was  old  enough 
to  remember  it  or  not,  she  remembers 
It.  though  It  has  been  several  years 
ago  now,  and  yet,  there  was  »  Isrge 
rongregation  preaetit  in  worshiping  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Yonder  in  Havano.  Cuba,  1  had 
the  privilege  of  speaking  *t  Baptist 
Temple,  one  evening,  snd  Dr.  M.  N. 
McCaU,  the  pastor,  bapUsed  two  in¬ 
dividuals  who  had  been  waiting,  and 
then  a  man  made  a  profession  of  faith 
hi  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Then,  I  told  them  about  the  boy 
and  I  the  year  before,  in  Alaska.  I  had 
the  prlvUege  of  talking  Wednesday  eve¬ 
ning*  to  a  group  that  filled  the  house 
at  Anchorage,  Alaska.  Some  of  our 
own  service  men  were  there.  The  P<“- 
tor.  Brother  Griffin,  was  baptising  five 
the  next  Sunday.  Then  we  went  on  up 
to  Fairbanks,  12d  miles  from  the  Arctic 
Circle.  1  had  the  privilege  of  speaking 
morning  and  evening.  Eskimos  were 
In  the  congregation;  and  after  the 
morning  service,  a  young  Eahlmo  W 
the  name  of  Ivan  Jordan  announced 
hla  decision  U  preach  the  gospel  and 
he’s  i»ow  in  Clarke  Memorial  Cidleg^ 
one  of  the  greatest  Junior  colleges  1 
know,  Newton,  Mtaotaslppl.  further  pre¬ 
paring  himself  for  Uking  the  gospel 
back  to  his  people  In  Alaoka.  Getting 
tracts  from  our  office,  he  sent  thern 
to  his  mother,  soul  winning  tracts,  ^ 
she  aoeepted  Jesus  and  wrote  her  ^y 
that  she  had  accepted  his  Jesns  as  her 
Saviour  too.  What  did  1  say  I  would 
make  the  topic  of  this  message?  Jesus 
Saves!  JESUS  SAVES! 

You  know,  one  night,  InridentaB^ 
after  twelve  o’clock  midnight,  I 
my  New  Testament  by  natural  ll^t. 
No  artificial  light.  And  then,  anothrr 
peculiar  thing.  Two  things  I  hate:  one’s 
the  devil,  the  other’s  a  ■aosqrito.

maa  s**’*  He  said,  “You  know,  anc 
landed  at  the  airport  oae  day  and  sro 
pat  ten  gailoaa  of  gaooiiac  In  him  be¬ 
fore  sre  foattd  oat  he  was  itot  a  bomb¬ 
er."  They  arc  not  that  big,  bat  they 
arc  big  moequltocs.  1  tcil  yoa  what  arc 
did.  We  rml^mcd  one,  the  boy  and  1 
embalmed  one.  This  la  true.  We  em¬ 
balmed  one  and  I  have  him  in  the 
drawer  of  the  deak  in  the  Baptist 
Bonding.  That’s  right,  isn’t  it  Seotehle. 

Jr.?  See,  1  Uke  my  testimony  along 
with  me.  I  Uke  my  ’’backer-up”  around 
with  me.  That’s  right  But  now  you 
know,  1  was  Ulking  through  an  inter¬ 
preter,  a  dellghtfnl  missionary,  Mias 
Marguerite.  She  was  sUnding  right  here 
aiMl  1  was  sUnding  here.  I  would  speak 
a  few  sentences  and  stop,  and  she  wonid 
interpret  what  I  had  said  or  what  I 
should  have  said,  and  when  I  told  that 
mosquito  story,  she  just  sUrted  laugh¬ 
ing,  and  then  she  turned  U  me:  she 
said.  “I  don’t  believe  I  can  interpret 
that."  I  said.  “Oh.  1  gueua  you  car*." 
She  Uughed  a  UtUe  bit  more,  and 
then  the  turned  to  me.  She  said,  “I  tell 
you  I  just  cannot  Interpret  that." 
“Well."  I  said,  “It  doesn’t  make  any 
difference,  iU  not  ImporUnt."  So  I 
went  ahead  with  my  story,  with  my 
testimony.  After  the  service,  she  said, 
“You  know  why  1  could  not  interpret 
that  mosquito  story?”  I  said,  “No,  be- 
rause  H  was  too  Mg.  I  suppose.”  “No.” 
she  said,  "It  wasn’t  that.  I  did  not 
know  how  U  interpret,  right  quiekly, 
liters  into  gallons  or  gsllorts  into  liters.” 
Weil  I  didn’t  either,  so  I  couldn’t  help 
her  any  along  that  line.  But  the  South 
American  people  have  a  delightful  sense 
of  humor.  Let  me  Ull  you  something. 

If  Christians  do  not  have  something 
U  be  happy  about,  you  tell  me  who 
does!  If  Christians  do  not  have  some¬ 
thing  U  shout  about,  you  tell  me  who 
does!  I  have  a  good  time  wherever  I 
go!  I’ve  Just  had  some  of  the  best  times 
in  the  world  np  here,  and  I  had  a  good 
time  In  South  America,  ai»d  in  Alaska, 
and  around  the  world.  Why  not?  W  HY 
NOT? 

Well  we  started  to  crosu  the  con¬ 
tinent.  It  got  cold  down  there.  You 
know,  across  the  equator,  up  at  Manaos 
and  Belem,  we  Just  nearly  burned  np, 
but  we  were  way  down  yonder,  now 
inside  across  that  other  tropic,  which 
one  is  it  down  there.  Capricorn?  That’s 
right?  Thank  yon.  Which  ever  one  It 
hi  that’s  what  It  is,  anyhow.  Anf  K 
was  eoM.  And  listen.  I  had  not  s^n 
%  church  hou»c  yci»  that  had  one  ac- 
gree  of  artHlclal  heat.  And  by  the  time 

g0t  over  to  Cordoba,  It  was  below 
freetlng.  And  yet,  I  saw  a  girl’s  Sun¬ 
day  School  class  sit  out  of  doors  for  an 
hour  studying  the  Bible,  with  the  tem- 
Mrstare  below  freexing.  And  I  saw  a 
young  men’s  class  doing  the  same  thing. 
Well,  the  only  difference  between  be¬ 
ing  In  the  honse  and  outside  was,  the 
bouse  just  raught  cold  and  held  It.  I 
preached  with  my  overcoat  on.  Every 
man  who  had  one  had  on  his  overooat, 
and  the  ladles  looked  like  they  had  on 
everything  they  had.  And  I  prea^^ 
five  times  there  in  those  churches  with 
that  temperature  below  freexing.  no 
artificial  heat,  and  yet.  people  oanse 
to  ehurrh. 

Now  you  live  up  here  In  windy, 
sold.  Chicago.  I  haven’t  teen  It  so 
eoM.  Been  looking  lor  that  bad  weather 
vou  have  been  Ulking  about.  ni  have 
to  co«'e  back  and  see  it  some  time.  Its 
not  ^bad.  But  suppose  you  didn’t  have 
any^tificial  heat,  whatsoever,  as 
loyal  W  yon  are,  I  wonder  how  many 
wMld'M  here  Sunday  morning.  You 
know,  Uke  the  best  care  of  mm 
health.  You  know,  we  just  Uke  good 
eare  of  our  health.  W*  ?

Then  we  flew  aeroos  the  Andm. 
Abowt  ItBM  feet  high,  5,2M  fc«t  a 
nslic.  1  know  H  depends  on  who’s  feet 
they  use  as  an  average,  but  that’s  away 
sp  yonder,  and  the  oxygen  is  very 
scarce,  and  they  feed  ydu  oxygen,  you 
know,  on  those  planes.  A  little  tube 
you  Insert  In  your  mouth  and  puff 
awar.  The  boy  here  puffed  away  Just 
"projeekln”  around,  but  I  was  not 
“projeekin”  around.  I  needed  Inside 
help  and  Information.  If  we  had  been 
thirty  minutes  longer  getUng  serous 
the  Andes.  I’m  sure  I  would  have  been 
sick. 

But  flying  across,  there  we  looked 
down,  snd  it  was  Santiago,  Chile.  VTell, 
taxM  were  waiting  and  church  members 
were  waiting,  and  seminary  studenU 
were  waiting,  mnd  training  school  stu¬ 
dents  were  waiting,  and  they  had  saved 
two  turkeys  for  a  banquet,  when  we 
arrived.  Our  pUne  was  one  day  late, 
because  of  the  westher.  And  1  had  the 
privilege  of  talking  to  that  group  about 
Jeous  that  evening.  1  had  to  speak 
through  an  interpreter.  I  got  a  little 
French  and  German,  Greek,  and  a 
little  English,  and  so  on,  in  schiml.  but 
I  didn’t  get  Spanish  or  Portuguese.  1 
don’t  know  why  our  colleges  hsve 
fooled  around  so,  with  so  many  Span¬ 
ish  speaking  peoples  all  around  ns.  but 
a  few  years  ago,  when  I  was  in  college, 
they  didn’t  do  very  much  with  Span¬ 
ish.  snd  1  know  some,  not  doing  very 
much  with  It  todsy.  And  so  I  had  to 
speak  throngh  an  interpreter,  and 
Brother  Bryant  was  the  Interpreter 
and  it  was  the  first  time  he  had  ever 
interpreted  and  he  got  delightfully  con¬ 
fused.  At  times  he  was  speaking  to  me 
in  Spanish  and  speaking  to  the  others 
in  English.  He  wasn’t  help  me  a  little 
Mt  and  I  don’t  think  he  was  doing 
much  for  the  others,  hot  It  was  all  In 
good  spirit  and  we  had  a  lot  of  fun, 
and  a  good  time  In  Christ.  WelL  1  must 
hurry  along. 

We  Hew  from  there  to  Antofagasta. 

1  have  to  watch  myself.  I  want  to  say 
“antlphloglstlne"  every  time  1  say  that. 

I  don’t  know  whether  you  know  what 
that  vegeUble  is  np  here  or  not.  Anto¬ 
fagasta  is  in  the  northern  part  of  Chili, 
where  we  contacted  mission  work  and 
where  we  had  the  privilege  of  preach¬ 
ing  Jesus,  and  then  took  to  an  auto¬ 
mobile  and  went  9#  miles  hack  across 
the  strangest  desert  I  have  evsr  seen, 
to  the  world’s  largest  nitrate  mines. 
We  went  all  through  the  project. 
Three-fourths  of  the  world’s  iodine 
comes  from  there.  I  saw  stacks  (d  it  in 
solidified  form.  1  thought  the  stuff 
came  in  botUes.  They  let  the  boy  have 
a  piece  of  about  that  length,  and  he 
put  It  in  his  suitcase  and  it  promptly 
responded  by  liquifying  and  running 
half-way  through  the  sniteaoe. 

There’s  mission  work  way  back 
there.  Do  you  get  this?  Missionaries 
have  not  sat  down  in  seacoast  towns 
and  made  a  comfortable  nest  for  thmn- 
selves.  They’ve  gone  back,  and  back, 
and  back  again,  and  again,  taking 
Jesus  back  In  the  Inner  country. 

The  next  day  we  took  an  automo¬ 
bile  and  went  IM  miles  further  to  a 
large  copper  mine,  where  there  was  a 
Spanish  speaking  mission  and  an  Eng¬ 
lish  mission,  and  I  had  the  privilege 
of  teoUfying  for  Christ  at  both  sf  those 
places,  through  sn  interpreter  here, 
and  my  own  tongue,  to  the  other  pea  ■ 

We  flew  bsek  around  to  Arica  and 
up  to  LaPas.  Bolivia.  Canadian  Bap¬ 
tists  are  doing  a  marvelous  work  ia 
LaPas,  BoUvla.  Miss  Dorothy  Pranklln 
and  others.  Seme  from  Winnipeg,  Can¬ 
ada,  aad  ether  places,  arc  doing  a 
marvelons  work.  They  gave  us  a  great 
deal  of  time.  1  visited  their  ehureheu. 
The  bey  saw  their  church  work. 

We  took  an  automobile  aad  went 
■p  to  Lake  Titicaea,  around  which 
Canadian  Baptists  have  twelve  church¬ 
es  fsr  the  Indians,  aad  a  school  for 
boys  and  girls  was  holding  session  In 
a  ehnreb.  The  boys  and  girls  filled 
that  ehsrch  house,  aad  they  stopped 
the  school  work,  and  we  had  the  ]w1vi- 
lege  of  talking  to  them  about  Jesus 
fsr  a  little  while. 

Lake  Tttieaea  really  reminds  mo 
very  much  of  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  Beau- 
ttful.  Mue.  rich  asure  blue  above  the 
lake;  mountainous  background,  where 
Jesm  stilled  the  storm  aad  taught  the 
msititodeu. 

You  know,  I  was  warned  not  to  gu 
to  LaPaa  Met  a  Preobyterian  frtend 
who  mvried  the  daughter  uf  an  Ark¬ 
ansas  Baptist  preacher.  He  mdd.  “Don’t 
go  sp  there.  You  don’t  have  to  go.  do 
you?"  I  said,  “Ns."  He  said.  “WeM  Bj**** 
1  said.  “Why?"  He  said.  “W^ 
^  wW  fM  badly.  You  won’t  enjoy 


ig.  You  Just  ought  not  to  go."  I  sold. 

•Bow  does  it  make  you  feeir  “WeU.” 
be  said,  “first  you  have  a  headache, 
Umb  you  arc  nauseated,  then  ysoH 
topple  over."  And  1  said,  “Topple  over, 
what  do  you  meau?”  He  said,  “Dead.” 
WeU,  that  was  eneonraging.  Dr.  Hart,  a 
■Bissionary  so  many  years  down  there, 
said,  "I  Just  wouldn’t  go  up  there.  To# 
many  people  die  up  there  from  heart 
failure."  WeU,  our  tickets  led  that  way, 
and  BO  we  went.  We  were  not  nau¬ 
seated.  1  did  have  a  UtUe  headache 
about  the  third  day.  The  boy  had  a 
UtUe  palpitoUon  of  the  heart.  We  went 
to  a  Methodist  clinic  and  they  gave 
him  a  heart  stimuUnt.  Pve  never  un¬ 
derstood  why  they  give  you  a  stimu¬ 
Unt  when  the  th)ng  is  already  runnUig 
away,  but  they  do  in  that  work,  and 
that's  what  yon  want.  But  I  tell  you 
what,  we  didn’t  sleep  any  the  first 
night.  Yon  know  you  Just  have  to 
pump  away  ia  your  breathing  to  get 
enough  oxygen  and  when  you  go  to 
sleep  you  relax  in  your  breathing.  If 
you  don't  beUeve  it  sUy  awake  airf 
watch  yourself  sometime.  And  we’d 
drop  off  to  sleep,  and  every  Ume  wo 
would  wake  np  gasping  for  breath. 

It’s  12.t0e  feet  np  to  the  city,  and 
then  the  airport  is  1,54*  feci  higher. 
That's  about  lt.#0*  feet.  You  can’t  walk 
np  hiU  if  you  are  not  used  to  It.  You 
can  walk  down  hill,  and  if  you  aro 
not  oriented  or  acclimated,  you  can’t 
work.  Wouldn’t  you  Uke  to  live  there? 

Then  we  flew  around  to  Guaya¬ 
quil.  Ecuador.  On  for  a  stop  i*  CaU. 
ColombU,  with  the  Mosses,  wh<ue  we 
had  the  privilege  of  preaching  that 
night  Then  on  to  beautiful  Bogota, 
capiUl  of  Colombia,  in  the  nsounUins. 
Then  we  arrived  in  BarranquUU.  Co¬ 
lombU.  Dr.  Schweinsberg.  a  converted 
CathoUc  priest  U  a  dynamic  mUsion- 
ary  -  four  self-supporUng  rhurrhes, 
maybe  five.  Now  as  we  were  visiUng 
around.  Dr.  Schweinsberg  said,  “I 
have  a  Uymen  I  want  yoa  to  meet,  one 
in  parUenUr.  He’s  a  consecrated  man, 
attends  all  the  servires  and  a  soul  win¬ 
ner  and  a  tlther.”  Welt  I  met  him 
Wednesday  night  at  prayer  meeting, 
one  of  the  first  men  1  saw  in  the  serv- 
iec  sras  this  man.  good  to  look  at, 
threw  back  his  heud,  opened  his  mouth, 
singing  about  JesUs.  Loyat  falthfut 
consecrated.  Christian  Uyman!

Brethen  Dowis,  Car¬ 
ter  and  Brosm  are  scheduled  for 
campaigns  In  California;  Caylor  and 
Martin  in  Louisiana;  Redford  and 
Halbeck  in  Missouri;  Carpenter  and 
Van  Rojren  In  Arkansas;  and  other 
members  of  the  Atlanta  headquarters 
staff  In  various  places. 

The  evangelistic  staff  wlH  b*  di¬ 
recting  crusades. 

Porter  Routh’s  estimated  report  on 
baptism  for  1849  with  figures  ranging 
above  329,000  is  most  encouraging.  We 
expect  1950  baptisms  to  be  a  record 
also. 

HOME  MISSIONARIES 
IN  THE  BAHAMAS 
Rev.  Ouy  Bellamy,  secretary  of  Ne¬ 
gro  work  for  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  led  a  party  of  evangelists  and 
missionaries  into  the  Bahama  Islands 
for  a  week  of  revival.  In  February  of 
last  year  Rev.  Ernest  Simmons  of 
Nassau  was  in  St.  Augustine,  Florida, 
when  Secretary  Bellamy  called  on  a 
Negro  leader  in  that  city  concerning 
the  program  in  Florida.  Brother  Bel¬ 
lamy  dlscoveed  that  Brother  Simmons 
was  looking  for  help  from  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  and  was  in¬ 
quiring  of  his  friend  what  direction 
to  take.  This  providential  meeting  led 
to  the  invitations  which  took  to  the 
Bahama  Islands  besides  Secretary  Bel¬ 
lamy,  Dr.  J.  B.  Rounds,  superinten¬ 
dent  of  Indian  work  for  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  Dr.  Albert  Kondy  of 
Pawhuska,  Oklahoma,  and  E  .  L. 
Smith,  Harold  Lassiter,  Leland  Hall, 
and  Thurmond  Jordan  of  Oklahoma 
City,  Oklahoma.  The  eight-day  visit 
of  the  Oklahoma  brethren  resulted  in 
a  genuine  revivaL  ' 

On  the  day  the  party  arrived  in 
Nassau,  January  7,  a  service  was  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  capital  city  and  some 
15  conversions  resulted.  In  the  con¬ 
cluding  service  one  week  later  on 
January  15  Dr.  Kondy  spoke  to  around 
4,000  people  in  which  service  100  or 
more  came  forward  confessing  Christ. 
There  was  a  total  of  500  confessions 
of  faith  during  the  eight  days  of  the 
American’s  visit.  Their  ministry  was 
to  the  Negroes,  numbering  85,000  in 
the  Islands.  Whites  are  estimated  at 
6,000  in  the  area. 

The  Oklahoma  party  was  received 
by  OovertK>r  D.  L.  Evans,  successor  to 
the  Duke  of  Winsdor,  and  was  ex¬ 
tended  every  coxxrtesy.  Oklahomans 
sent  4,500  pounds  of  clothing  to  be  dis¬ 
tributed  among  the  natives  in  the 
Bahsunaa

.troversial  legislative  issue  was  grossly  drawn  and  misquoted.  We  take  the 

traditional  view  of  our  people  (which  was  emphasized  during  the  days  of 

Roger  Williams)  in  the  separation  of  church  and  state  with  regard  to  politics, 
but  do  urge  our  people  of  like  faith  here  and  elsewhere  to  stand  by  their  Pas¬ 
tors  on  great  moral  issues,  when  they  are  attacked'and  brought  into  the  lime¬ 
light  without  any  desire  on  their  part.  •

Every  Friday  afternoon  over  500 
young  men  leave  Southwestern  Semi¬ 
nary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  and  travel 
anywhere  from  30  to  300  miles  to 
spend  the  weekend  on  their  church 
fields. 

Going  by  automobile,  bus,  train, 
and  thumb,  these  preachers,  educa¬ 
tional  directors,  and  music  directors 
reach  their  churches  about  sundown 
Friday.  From  then  on  their  time  is 
brimming  full.  Many  of  them  plan 
church  activity  to  Jiegin  as  soon  as 
they  arrive.  Friday  night  choir  prac¬ 
tices,  visitations,  and  teachers’  meet¬ 
ings  are  in  order. 

On  Saturday  momng  final  touches 
are  put  on  the  religious  services  for 
the  following  day.  That  afternoon  is 
given  over  to  visiting,  planning,  pray¬ 
er,  and  sermon  review. 

Sunday  climaxes  the  week  with  two 
or  three  worship'  services,  Sunday 
school.  Training  Union,  deacon’s 
meeting  and  perhaps  a  funeral  or  a 
wedding. 

On  Monday  plans  are  laid  out  for 
the  next  week.  Someone  is  secured  to 
be  in  charge  of  the  Wednesday  night 
prayer  service.  The  Friday  night  les¬ 
son  or  program  is  studied  out.  And 
perhaps,  if  time  permits,  the  week¬ 
end  religious  worker  may  have  a 
chance  to  study  a  bit  for  that  big 
Seminary  exam  to  be  given  at  8 
o’clock  Tuesday  morning. 

To  pastor  a  church  on  the  weekend 
means  cramming  seven  days  work 
into  three  days.  Being  a  half  time 
student  means  the  same  thing.  But 
with  the  help  of  God  each  man  does 
the  work  of  two  and  enjoys  It.

Problems  Arise  As 
Territory  Expands 

By  DUKE  K  McCALL 
Are  Southern  BaptUU  getting  new 
strength  or  giving  away  what  they 
have  That  Is  the  blunt  statement  of 
the  issue  which  Southern  Baptists 
must  face  in  the  policy  of  expanding 
their  territory.  The  answer  to  this 
question  will  not  necessarily  deter¬ 
mine  whether  Southern  Baptists  will 
continue  to  enlarge  their  terrltorj’  or 
not.  but  it  wlU  determine  the  proce¬ 
dure  used. 

This  is  being  written  at  a  time  when 
no  group  has  a  pending  application 
for  recognition  as  a  Southern  Baptist 
constituency.  I  waited  until  this  time 
to  write  because  I  did  not  want  these 
statements  to  be  tangled  with  the 
merits  or  demerits  of  any  particular 
group. 

What  is  involved  in  receiving  a 
new  constituency?  The  Soutliern 
Baptist  Convention  does  not 
thereby  grant  to  any  group  the 
privilege  of  cooperation  with  the 
Convention.  They  already  have 
that  prvilege  by  S.  B.  C.  Consti¬ 
tution  Article  III;  thus  Baptist 
churches  in  Michigan  have  for 
some  time  been  cooperating  with 
the  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Significance 

Dr.  R.  K.  Milam,  general  secretary 
of  the  Baptist  General  Convention  of 
Oregon,  Indicates  in  the  June,  1949, 
issue  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Baptist 
what  is  involved:  "The  significance 
of  Oregon’s  recognition  Is  that  it 
dears  the  way  for  help  from  our 
great  Southern  Baptist  boards  and 
Agencies.  It  seems  now  that  as  soon 
AS  our  own  board  can  meet  and  elect 
we  may  expMt  support  of  two  state 
workers  from  the  Sunday  School 
Board. 

Obviously  what  U  Important  U  the 
recognition  by  Southern  Baptists  of 
some  state  constituency  is  the  help 
which  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  can  give  the  state  rather  than 
the  help  which  the  state  can  give 
Southern  Baptists.  That  is  not  bad. 
We  remember  the  words  of  Jesus,  “It 
is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  re¬ 
ceive." 

Recognition  of  a  group  of  churches, 
however  large  or  small,  m  a  state 
constituency  not  only  gives  to  that 
group  financial  and  other  assistance 
from  the  agencies  but  also  gives  to 
ttMit  group  representation  In  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  agencies  themselves.

has  the  same  voice  as  Virginia  with  Its 
contribution  of  hundreds  of  thous¬ 
ands  of  dollars  each  year  stretching 
back  across  more  than  a  century. 
THAT  IS  NOT  FAIR.  To  Insist  that  a 
new  constituency  will  one  day  con¬ 
tribute  as  much  or  more  than  some 
old  state  constituency  which  has  la¬ 
bored  and  sacrificed  to  create  and 
malnUin  these  agencies  for  years 
gone  by  is  a  valid  argument  for  repre¬ 
sentation. 

The  representation  shonld  wait, 
however,  until  the  new  constituency  M 
somewhat  more  comparable  kn 
strength  Some  will  point  out  that 
absence  of  representation  disfran¬ 
chises  a  new  constituency.  The  an¬ 
swer  is  that  many  district  associa¬ 
tions  with  fifty  to  one  hundred  thous¬ 
and  church  members  have  no  repre- 
sentation  as  such  sn  any  SAC. 
agency. 

Solution  Suggested 
The  Inevitable  desire  of  any  new 
group  to  have  a  voice  in  the  affairs 
of  Southern  Baptists  should  be  rec¬ 
ognized.  My  own  thinking  is  that 
any  state  constituency  received  here¬ 
after  should  have  a  representative  on 
the  general  boards  and  the  8.B.C. 
Executive  Committee  but  without  a 
vote  untU  there  are  100,000  church 
members  within  that  constituency. 
This  would  give  to  these  representa¬ 
tives  the  privileges  of  the  floor  and 
provide  the  agency  with  the  council 
of  these  men  and  women.  At  the 
same  time.  Southern  Baptists  would 
avoid  an  inevitable  quarrel  in  the  not 
too  distant  future  over  the  control  of 
their  agencies. 

If  the  present  policy  of  expansion 
of  Southern  Baptist  Convention  ter¬ 
ritory  is  continued.  It  will  take  only 
a  few  years  for  a  group  of  state  con¬ 
stituencies  totaling  fewer  church 
members  than  Georgia  to  be  In  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  determine  the  policies  of  all 
S.  B.  C.  agencies.  But  the  principle  of 
democracy  Is  control  by  the  majority 
of  the  people.  Let  os  be  careful  that 
oar  denominational  organization 
makes  control  by  the  majority  of 
Southern  Baptists  possible.

WACO,  Texas — ( BP )— Baylor  Uni¬ 
versity  received  a  New  Year's  present 
of  $100,000  provided  they  will  raise  a 
matching  $100,000  In  1950.  The  money 
will  be  applied  on  the  J.  B.  TTdwell 
Bible  Building.  Dr.  W.  R.  White,  pres¬ 
ident  of  Baylor,  made  the  announce¬ 
ment. 

The  gift  came  front  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
William  Fleming  of  Fort  Worth.  The 
Flemings  recently  gave  $400,000  to 
Southwestern  Seminary  for  the  new 
Memorial  BuUdlpg. 

The  J.  B.  HdweU  Building  Is  to 
cost  $600,000.  *  Already  $413,000  has 
been  secured.  It  will  be  ten  floors  tall 
and  will  house  the  Baylor  school  of 
religion  and  radio  school.  The  front 
will  be  designed  to  give  a  solid  shaft 
of  light  from  top  to  bottom.  J.  B. 
Tidwell  was  professor  of  Bible  at  Bay¬ 
lor  for  many  years.

oeives  representation  on  the  four 
general  boards  aad  the  Executive 
Committee. 


It  been  assiuned  that  absence 
of  any  provision  concerning  the  other 
boards.  Institutions,  commissions,  and 
standing  committees  meant  that  the 
new  constituency  was  Immediately 
entitled  to  representation  on  these 
agencies  In  exactly  the  same  way  as 
all  of  the  older  sUte  constituencies. 

What  Does  It  Mean? 

This  means,  for  example,  that  Texas 
with  more  than  mlllloh  members  has 
one  vote  while  a  new  constituency 
with  five  or  ten  thousand  members 
will  also  have  one  vote.  THIS  IS  NOT 
DEMOCRATIC  REPRESENTATION.  It 
means  that  a  new  state  constituency 
contributing  a  few  thousand  dollars 
to  the  SBC.  Cooperative  Program
